Faculty research project in progress 


During the summer and the 1984-85 
academic year, eight faculty members 
from a variety of disciplines will be in- 
volved in a research project exploring 
the concept of “writing across the cur- 
riculum” designed to develop reading 
and writing skills in all subject areas. 

The project, coordinated by Jan 
Richardson of the Instructional 
Development and Evaluation Center 
(IDEC) and Dan Nascimento of the 
Gallaudet English Department, focuses 
on a systematic review of writing across 
the curriculum theory and practice and 
possible application to the Gallaudet 
student population. 

The project was undertaken in 
response to Undergraduate Curriculum 
Goal #2 voted on by undergraduate 
faculty members. That goal states: 
“The Gallaudet Undergraduate Cur- 
riculum will include an integrated

awards for work 
in communications 


The College recently received several 
awards for its work in communications. 
Laura-Jean Gilbert of the Office of 
Alumni and Public Relations and Lo- 
raine DiPietro of the National Informa- 
tion Center on Deafness were pre- 
sented the awards. 

Gilbert, director of Publications, was 
presented three awards by the Wash- 
ington Chapter of the International 
Association of Business Communicators 
(IABC) during an awards banquet May 
22. DiPietro, director of the National 
Information Center on Deafness, re- 
ceived top honors from the Council for 
Advancement and Support of Educa- 
tion (CASE) for the Visitors Center 
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College-wide program to help students 
achieve reading and writing skills in the 
English language needed to succeed in 
college, career and social settings.” 

Because hundreds of writing across 
the curriculum projects are now in ex- 
istence across the nation, the decision 
was made to research the major com- 
ponents of such programs to evaluate 
their effectiveness with Gallaudet 
students. 

Four weeks of research and planning 
efforts began June 4. The first week of 
the project focused on a review of the 
literature. A formal writing across the 
curriculum workshop, scheduled during 
the second week, was led by Keith 
Tandy, director of the Prairie Writing 
Project in Minnesota. Workshop pre- 
senters included Jana Staton, Margaret 
Walworth, John Madison, Roger Shuy, 
Carolyn Ewoldt and David Martin. 

The third and fourth weeks of the 
summer work provided time to plan 
research efforts that will be scheduled 
for the fall and spring semesters. 

The faculty group will continue to 
meet throughout the coming year to 
share experiences, discuss evaluation 
results and formulate recommendations 
regarding future writing across the cur- 
riculum efforts on campus. The recom- 
mendations will be submitted for ad- 
ministrative review and consideration 
late next spring. 

Faculty participants are: Robert 
Bailey, John Christiansen, John Kubis, 
Eveline Lloyd, John Madison, Marty 
Minter, Russell Olson and Kathleen 
Oman. 

A number of other campus em- 
ployees will serve as support personnel 
on the project, both in the planning 
phase and in the coming academic 
year. Personnel supporting the research 
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Plans are moving forward for the 
operation of a Gallaudet day care cen- 
ter, with the facility scheduled to open 
in early September and to include an 
after-school program for KDES students 
whose parents work at Gallaudet. 

A program coordinator/head teacher 
has been hired and will begin work 
next week. Barbara Bennings, currently 
employed as the program director at 
Brae Brooke Day Care Center in 
Greenbelt, MD, will start working at 
Gallaudet July 9. Bennings has worked 
in the field of early childhood educa- 
tion for more than 15 years, during 
which time she has worked with handi- 
capped children. 

Bennings will develop a curriculum 
for the program and will hire three 
teachers and three aides, all of whom 
should be on board by mid-August. 

The day care center is scheduled to 
open Sept. 4, according to LaVarne 
Hines, the College’s director of Equal 
Employment Opportunity and Com- 
munity Relations and chair of the

Offered at Stuart Junior High School 
on 4th and E Streets NE, the program 
is funded by a grant from D.C. Ser- 
vices for Independent Living and works 
with multiply handicapped deaf adults 
residing in Washington. 

The independent living program 
places special emphasis on language 
enrichment and communication. Other 
areas of instruction include nutrition, 
money management, safety, math, health, 
reading, cooking, sewing, transporta- 
tion and leisure time skills.

Student becomes Smithsonian intern 


Donald Harris, a senior at MSSD, 
has been selected for one of only 30 
high school summer internships at the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Competition for the limited number 
of positions was especially high this 
year, with the Smithsonian receiving 
800 applications from students throughout 
the country. 

Harris and a young woman from 
Spokane, Wash., are the program’s first 
deaf students. “We encourage students 
with financial or other special needs to 
apply, but we only choose the superior 
candidates, with no special preference 
given,” said Fernando Silva, assistant 
coordinator of the program within the 
Smithsonian’s Office of Elementary and 
Secondary Education. 

Harris, who lives in Northwest D.C., 
is spending June 11 through July 13 in 
the Smithsonian Office of Exhibits, 
working with the museums’ professional 
cabinetmakers to prepare and transport 
exhibits. 

“T love to work with wood,” he said. 
“Tm very excited about this new ex- 
perience.” 

In choosing its interns, the Smithso- 
nian staff looks particularly at a stu- 
dent’s achievements and demonstrated 
interest in the internship field. Harris, 
who hopes to become a carpenter, is 
an accomplished woodworker. 

He doesn’t remember precisely when 
or how woodworking caught his in- 


terest, but said he has always enjoyed 
making things and working with his 
hands. Classes in woodworking, 
graphics and electronics at MSSD 
helped him develop his talents and ac- 
quire the skills which led the Smithso- 
nian to choose him for the exhibits 
internship. 

For his work at the museums, he 
will receive a $450 stipend, which he 
said he may apply to his postsecondary 
education next year. He has applied to 
programs in Philadelphia, Richmond 
and Tennessee. 

This was the first year MSSD stu- 
dents applied to the Smithsonian pro- 
gram. “We'll all very happy for 
Donald,” said Maral Taylor, MSSD 
academic advisor who coordinated all 
seven of MSSD’s student applications. 

Added Silva: “This is a very rigor- 
ous, very prestigious program. We 
think it’s an excellent opportunity for all 
involved.”
